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Institutions of learning are, in a technical sense, construction companies. 
The idea of a college and its program are as blueprints made by an architects' 
expressing thought, patterns, and designs as the contractors, builder, and other 
concerned craftsmen carrying out the program of the college and developing 
the thinking of its students who represent the basic foundation and other raw 
material necessary to be molded and constructed into finished product. 

The building of die mind is very much like the construction of a building 
necessitating the use of many small detailed functions. These can be exemp- 
lified by the association, affiliation and participation with organizational and 
social activities needed to give students a better understanding of human wel- 
fare. These functions aid students in their attempts to adjust to the diversified 
situations of life. 

The growth of the students from the freshman to the sophomore period is 
like a building setting up the framework with which to complete the structure. 
As they advance from the junior to the senior year, they develop into a com- 
plete structure. 

The graduate is expected to be a finished product who can exist alone. 
This is not the epitome because additional growth is usually necessary. The 
graduate therefore, as a building can add to his fund of knowledge as a build- 
ing gets annexes in order to meet the demand for continuous progress.

HISTORY OF OMEGA PSI PHI FRATERNITY 



Omega Psi Phi Fraternity was founded on November 17, 1911, by Brothers Edgar A. 
Love, Oscar J. Cooper, Frank Coleman, and Ernest E. Just, now deceased. These four 
men, in the early part of the twentieth century, seized upon the cultural heritage of the 
human race and especially upon the heritage of their forefathers, and at their Alma Mater, 
Howard University, Washington, D. C. , established the national Greek- letter fraternity, 
the Omega Psi Phi. In their founding the first national Greek-letter fraternity to be or- 
ganized at a Negro institution of higher learning, the Omega Psi Phi Fraternity pioneered 
and blazed the way for other fraternities that have followed. 

The four cardinal principles upon which Omega Psi Phi is founded are Manhood, 
Scholarship, Perserverance, and Uplift. The purpose is Racial Uplift Through Cultural 
Achievement and Inspiration.
